think intends to come back," said Mr. 
Schulte. "I am working for the Cen- 


(tral Ohio Co. but I am the head of 
affairs while Schroeder is gone. He 
has not told us where he is." 


Schroeder came here a few mouths 


ago from Cleveland, and toolc over 
the old Schulte Co., forming 
the 


Central Ohio with considerable fire- 
works in the way of prospectus, ad- 
vertising, etc., etc. The affairs of the 
Schulte Co. are in the hands ot the 
courts and the way has not

charge of Grand Marshal C. C. Phil-

The Age stated that the scheme was concocted by 
the 
morning 


paper for its own selfish ends, and that statement, is hereby 'once more 
reiterated . 


The Age made and makes the statement on the authority 
of tho 


manager of the morning paper himself. 


Whether that paper is responsible for the petitions for a change or 


not, the management, certainly laid claim to responsibility. 


This week, to a gentleman of unquestioned integrity, r.ne manager of 


that paper stated, in about these words : 


"We (the morning paper) are having petitions circulated
